CAREY WELL BLOWS IN A 
BIG GASSER SONDAY NIGHT 


Mrs. Jim St. Clair of Denton, vis­ 
ited relatives here this week. 
This 
charming lady, one of Senator Wil­ 
liams’ most ardent supporters in Den­ 
ton, met a Messenger representative 
here Monday and remarked: 
“Didn’t 
we do a splendid job.” 
With sup­ 
porters and workers like this former 
Decatur girl, the senator couldn’t 
lose. 


The Carey well, seven miles west 
of Decatur, blew itself in a gasser 
early Monday morning, and excite 
ment nas been running high since the 
news was flashed cut. 
All day Mon 
day and Tuesday tho road leading to 
the well was crowded with automo 
biles loaded with people who were 
keyed co a high pitch over the per­ 
formance of the well. 
The flow of 
gas gradually increased, and Thurs 
day morning it was stated that gas 
in commercial quantities was coming 
from the hole. 
Owing to the fact 
that there is something like fifteen 
hundred feet of open hole, great care 
is necessary in handling the well in 
its present condition. 
Casing is re­ 
ported arriving on the ground and 
when put down and the 
open 
hole 
cased, it isibelieved that the gas will 
go on' a rampage, probably blowing 
in a great oil producer. 
The report on this well has gone 
out over the state, and Decatur is 
taking on the aspects of an oil boom 
town. 
Experienced oil and gas men 
have visited the well, and all say the 
Carey opens up a field in Wise countv 
that is predicted to be one .of th* 
greatest in the south 
Acreage in the 
vicinity of the well is jumping in 
price. 
A num ber of sales have been 
reported. 
The following appeared in the Dal­ 
las News yesterday morning: 
Roanoke well No. 13 of the Carey 
Oil Company on the Watley farm, 
generally known as the Carey well, in 
Wise county, which was estimated 


making 3,000 OOO feet of gas when 
it came in Sunday, guaged 2,977,OOI 
feet a day Tuesday afternoon, accord­ 
ing to Dallas scou s returning from 
the well Wednesday. 
The gasser 
which is in wildcat territory, is ex 
pected to be d r i l l s deeper as soon 
as casing is set, whicfy is expected to 
be the first part of next week. 
The 
gas is reported dry, coming from a 
depth of 3,975 feet. 
One of the most important features 
of the wildcat is said to be the fact 
that he gas is from a true sand. 
A 
much heavier flow is expected when 
the well is drilled in. 
Three years have been spent in 
completing the hole. The Carey Com­ 
pany, oiganized in Viriginia, origi 
nall\ 
had a hundred and twen?} 
stockholders, all but five of whom 
have dropped out. 
In case no oil is developed when 
the well is drilled in it is thought 
that it still may be a paying proposi­ 
tion as the pipe line of the Lone Star 
Gas Company is within less than a 
mile of the rig and connection with 
same could easily be made. 
Five miles to th© northwest of the 
gasser preparations are being made 
to drill the well of the Bock Wilmoth 
survey deeper to the sand found on 
the Watley far. 
The Bock iWilmoth 
well is 4,000 feet deep. 
Since the finding of a sand on the 
Watley farm trading in Wise county 
leases is reported active, $20 having 
been paid for one tract a miles fro n 
the well Tuesday.

meter fee in large cities like Wichita 
rails, Dallas ahu Fort Worth, and it 
is charging only twenty-five cents p r 
meter ii' Denton ami Sherman. 
The citizens of Decatur feel Uke 
they ;u*-t being discriminated against 
by the company and a “ howl” is be­ 
ing raised in the matter. 
Mayor Dil­ 
lard recently wrote the railroad com­ 
mission concerning the matter, and 
the commission wrote the company. 
The gas company replied that it was 
compelled to charge the meter fee 
in order to pay the expenses of a 
man to represent the company her-1. 
The company has a man here who 
draws a salary of $125 per month for 
reading meters here and in Bridge­ 
port. 
The company also has about 
seven bundled meters in this city and 
four hundred and fifty in Bridgeport 
which bring in around $570 in fees. 
If the company’s argument were good 
they would need the meter fee in 
Wichita Falls, where they employ 
about forty men, cr in Fort Worth 
where many more men are employed 
We can see no excuse for Decatur 
citizens being held ip in this matter 
more than that we are passively do­ 
ing notning to present it.

then fo. the company to put an ad­ 
ditional fee of fifty cents per month 
on top of that to put in their coffers 
is adding insult to injury.

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A dress form demonstration way 
given by Miss Hooper, county home 
demonstration agent, at the home of 
Mrs. R. E. Bell Wednesday after­ 
noon, May 10th. 
The problem of dressing the famil* 
becomingly and economically is by 
no means the smallest task any home 
m aker faces. 
It is particularly dif­ 
ficult for the woman who must do 
all her own sewing, and in order for 
this task to be made easier the house­ 
wife must have the best equipment 
possible with which to work. 
A 
dress form is the most important part 
of the equipment, for with the exact 
model of her own figure a women 
can make for herself garments that 
are both well-fitting and stylish and 
that she may wear with pride. 
F u r ­ 
thermore, by its use she may save 
herself much wasted energy and val­ 
uable time. 
It is not necessary for her to ex­ 
pend a large sum of money for a 
dress form when with little effort, 
some assistance from neighbors and a 
small sum of money she may have a 
home-made dress form from which 
is in many ways more satisfactory 
than a standard form. 
This form is made on the figure 
of the person for whom it is intend­ 
ed and therefore exictly reproduces 
the good and bad points of the figure 
a decided improvement over the 
commercial form. 
A woman can not

INSTRUCTIONS FOR 
GIRLS’ CLUB WORK 


Following are complete directions 
for making a sewing bag, as given 
by Miss Clara Bell Hooper, home 
demonstration agent, which are to ba 
made by the Girls’ Home Improve­ 
ment Clubs of the county: 
1. 
Material— Gingham, chambray 
or other similar material, twenty- 
seven inches wide by one-half yard 
long. 
2. 
Bag is made by hand. 
3. 
To make the bag: 
(a) 
Bag 
is made crosswise of material, 
(bl 
Straighten one of the cut sides of the 
cloth by drawing a thread and trim ­ 
ming. 
(c) 
From this straightened 
side of the material measure fourteen 
inches down the selvage, clip, draw 
a thread and cut from selvage to sel­ 
vage; 
there will be a piece of ma­ 
terial fourteen by twenty-seven inch­ 
es, the fourteen-inch sides being the 
selvage, 
(d) 
On both twenty-seven 
inch sides make one-fourth inch turn 
on the wrong side of the cloth, 
(e) 
Fold the cloth in the center, bring­ 
ing the fourteen-inch sides together, 
with the right side of the cloth fold­ 
ed inside. 
(f) 
Beginning at the 
top, baste with an even basting stitch 
the two creased sides, 
(g) 
Finish 
the side seams on the wrong side 
with an overhanding stitch. 
In over­ 
handing, begin the seams at the top, 
holdin the material toward you; ov­ 
ercast or pin the raw' edges of the 
seams to prevent raveling. 
4. 
To make the eyelets or but­ 
tonholes for the draw-strings meas­ 
ure one-half 
inch down the side 
seams before the hem »s turned up 
from this one-half inch point rip The 
seam one-half inch for the button­ 
hole. 
Work 
with 
the 
buttonhole 
stitch. 
5. 
Hem: 
At the top of the bag 
make a one-fourth turn on the wrong 
side, then again until the first turn 
comes just below the bottonholes. 
Baste the hem in place. 
Use chain 
or outline stitch fir putting in the 
hem, making this on the right side 
of the aterial. 
Sansilk or similar 
thread of a color to harmonize with 
the color of the bag may be used for 
the hem. 
Three-fourths of an inch 
above this stitching put another row 
of chain or outline stitches, thus 
making a casing for the draw-strings. 
Hem is two and one-half inches wide 
when finished. 
6. 
To make the two draw-strings 
use the same thread that is used for 
the hem;

COWS NOW HEAD PROCESSION 


Ut Top of List of Farm Animals So 
Far as Value Is Concerned— 
Quality Is Improving. 


The expansion which has been tak­ 
ing place steadily in the dairy Indus­ 
try of this country during the last 
pevcn years has at last put milk cows 
fct the head of the list of farm animals 
lo far as value is concerned. This Is 
phown by a recent report by the bu­ 
reau of crop estimates, United States 
department of agriculture. The value 
of these animals now exceeds that of 
horses and cattle other than milk 
cows, the two classes formerly stand­ 
ing higher on the list. On January I 
Of this year there were approximately 
£3,747.000 milk ccws In this country, 
an Increase of 272,000 head, or 1.2 per 
cent, as compared with a year ago. 


Head of Jersey—Milk Cows Now Lead 
All Other Farm Animals In Value. 


Their aggregate value Is placed at $2,* 
021,681,000. 
Ten years ago the average milk cow 
Was worth $35.29, 
compared with 
$78.20 a year ago and $85.13 January 
3, 1020. 
It is generally recognized 
that the quality of the milk cows ol 
this country is improving at the same 
time that their number is increasing. 
The class of cattle, consisting of 
calves, steers, bulls and cows, not kept 
for milk production and designated 
a s “other cattle,” shows a decrease of 
700,000 head, or 1.6 per c«int. 
Ten 
years ago the average value per head 
of animals in this class was $10.07, a 
year ago it was $44.22, and $43.14 this 
year. 
The number of “other cattle” 
In the country at the present time is 
approximately 44,385.000, and their 
value $1,914,575,000. 


DRY CORN FODDER AS SILAGE 


Cattle Like It and Do Well on It, but 
*' 
It Ie Not as Good as That From 
v 
A W Corn. 


In reply to numerous inquiries on 
the feeding value of dry cora fodder 
In comparison with the fodder used as 
colage, H. II. Kildee, head of the Ani­ 
mal Husbandry Department of Iowa 
State college, says that the fodder put 
Into the silo makes better feed than 
the dry fodder. 
Many of the farmers have followed 
the practice of filling their silos with 
dry fodder after the silo has been 
emptied or nearly so. In almost every 
case the fodder will need tin4 ad lit ion 
of considerable water to make good 
silage. The water may be put In the 
fan-box of the ensilage cutter. 
Many 
farmers, however, pump the water di­ 
rectly into the silo. 
Silage made in this manner is not so 
good as that made from green cora. 
Cattle lik e it and do well on It. 
It 
Is r e p o r t e d 
that last year farmers 
filled their silos as many as three 
times* with dry fodder. The fodder was 
cut at toe same time as the corn for 
ordinary silage and was left stand­ 
ing in the field until needed. 


AVOID DIRECT HEAT OF SUN 


Proper Care of Cans Must Be Taken 
in Transferring Milk to Station 
for Shipment. 


In tatting the cans of mMk to the 
station for shipment, care should be 
exercised to see that they are covered 
with blankets in order to keep off the 
direc t heat of the sun. Dairy supply 
bouses handle special blankets for 
covering cans which It is highly de­ 
sirable to use where milk Is shipped 
for uny distance und refrigerator cars 
are not supplied.
